In  addition,  every  one  of  our  cuttings  is  put  through  an  insecticide 
bath  before  being  placed  in  the  sand.  They  are  again  dipped  in  insecti¬ 
cide  before  they  are  packed  for  shipment.  Accordingly,  we  guarantee 
every  cutting  sent  out  by  us  to  be  free  of  all  insect  pests  and  diseases, 
to  be  well  rooted,  and  of  the  highest  quality. 

Furthermore,  our  greatly  improved  method  of  packing  makes  it 
certain  the  stock  will  reach  you  in  perfect  condition,  provided  there  is 
no  delay  in  transit.  Should  any  such  delay  occur,  we  urge  you  to  noti¬ 
fy  us  immediately.
